Dr. Edwards, who was arrested on a 
coroner’s w arrant a fetijr hours after 
he had reported that an assailant had 
murdered his wife and attacked him, 
was to be allowed to attend, under 
guard, the funeral of M|s. Edwards at 
Montgomery today, but at the last 
minute, the plans were cancelled, ac­ 
cording to an announcement of Sher­ 
iff Shirley. 
Under the direction of Solicitor Ben 
■ JW /y of the B*tu«emer court, officers 
renewed their forces this morning in 
turning over the 
physical 
circum­ 
stances connected with the tragedy in 
the Fairfield home of the Edwards. 
If the bullets said to have been fir-4k: 
ed by the alleged assailant at him 
can be found, officers said they will 
have made headway. So far a shift­ 
ing of earth about the house has fail­ 
ed to disclose the hunted missle. 
A 
group of deputies wfto attempted to 
trace the source of two bottles con­ 
taining an anaesthetic found in the 
house have been unable 
to 
satisfy 
themselves on this point. 
Supposed 
fingerprints have turned out to be 
something else and rumors of varied 
character have led the officers no­ 
where. 
No date had been set for a hearing 
in the case of Dr. Edwards. 
Solici­ 
tor Perry said he would insist that 
the physician be held “until something 
more tangible than the husband’s own 
story is offered to explain the affair,” 
.adding that the man’s character, his 
family relations and his standing as a 
professional man argue for him. 
It was decided just before time for 
the departure of a Montgomery train 
at nine o’clock at a conference 
of 
county officials, and medical associa­ 
te* of Dr. Edwards, that it would be 
best to cancel the arrangements pre­ 
viously made for Dr. Edwards to at­ 
tend the funeral of his wife, because 
the physician’s physical condition did 
not warrant the strain. 
Dr. Edwards was said to be suffer­ 
ing some pain still from the effects of 
a bullet wound in his left hand, which 
he said was inflicted by the assailant 
who, he said, murdered his wife. 
Sheriff T. J. Shirley said that Dr. 
Edwards would be transferred to the 
Bessemer branch jail whenever the 
surgeons and deputies in charge of 
the physicians case, agreed that it wag 
safe to do so.

cember 12, 1924, be observed as ‘Alabama 
day’ and call upon all of our citizens in pub­ 
lic gatherings and school houses to hold pa­ 
triotic meetings setting forth in song 
and

The day» of the week are known 
by proper 
names. Holidays and holy-days alike bear names 
that are pregnant with meaning. They are neith­ 
er numbered nor lettered in the order of their 
occurence or for any other reason. There is one 
outstanding exception. One day—the day of all 
days in each year—is sadly miscalled, disgrace­ 
fully designated. 
It’s up to the newspapers to correct the evil 
that is crowded into that one little expression. 
“Xmas.” 
It’s bad enough for Christmas to be written 
Xmas on any flimsy pretext; but now. largely 
through free use of the abortive abbreviation in 
newspapers—chiefly in advertising—that 
day 
[-that is so dear to us ii being given widespread 
pronunciation in accordance with its shortened 
spelling. Christmas Spirit doesn’t mean near so 
much when it is called Ecksmas Spirit. 
The HXn ia borrowed—or stolen— from the 
Greek, in which language it is a symbol equiva- 
ent to the name of the Saviour.
